Turkey dressing creates 
the biggest health hazard— 
principally because of the 
size of the bird. Even though 
It takes hours and hours to 
roast a turkqy. properly, heat 
docs not always penetrate to 
the very center of the dress- 
ing with sufficient intensity 
to kill air bacteria. \ 

Instead, it may only, serve 
to incubate the bacteria and 
the outside meaty -portions 
of the bird may he done, be- 
fore the dressing has~cbm- 
plyetely choked; • 

If you use giblets in your 

dressing, -always- cook' them 
first — even If grandma's fav- 
orite recipe doesn't include 
this extra step. 

Do. not stuff your bird 
early and then freeze it, even 
overnight. Chilling or freez- 
ing sufficiently to preserve 
the turkey will only compli- 
cate the problem of bacterial 
growth, both during the time 
it takes the bird to freeze and 
during the thawing and bak- 
ing process. 

Thawing takes time and if 
cooking is started before 
thawing is complete, the heat 
may only servo to stimulate-, 
bacterial growth. 
' "Allow plenty of room for 
expansion' when you, arc 
stuffing your turkey. Pack 
the stuffing tightly and you'll 
have a more appetizing, fluf- 
fier finished product, but 
more important, you'll allow 
more room for the heat to 
pe net rate.

. Carbon Monoxide Is a dead- 
ly enemy of. tbe motorist, 
cautions the Chicago" Motor 
Club. 

This colorless, odorless, 
tasteless gas can become a 
sneaky killer in cold weather 
as even small doses of the 
lethal gas may cause an acci- 
dent by slowing down driver 
reaction. The motor club 
points out that one part of 
carbon monoxide in 700 parts 
of air can be fatal; one part 
of carbon monoxide in 1,700 
parts of air can cause nausea, 

Warning symptoms of car- 
bon monoxide are nausea, 
drowsiness, headache, de- 
layed braking reaction, faulty 
coordination and poor vision. 
When these reactions are not- 
ed, car occupants immediate- 
ly should inhale deep breaths 
of fresh air. 

Carbon monoxide is pro- 
duced by imperfectly burned 
motor fuel. An excess may 
be produced by faulty engine 
adjustment, . but even the 
best adjusted engine may 
leak enough carbon monox- 
ide to be fatal. Chief dan- 
ger points are faulty gaskets, 
defective exhaust systems, 
and clogged exhaust pipes. 

To avoid being overcome 
by carbon monoxide, the mo- 
tor club's safety and traffic 
engineering department rec- 
ommends the following pre- 
cautions: 

— Never run a motor In a 
closed garage or other un- 
ventilated' enclosure. Open 
all garage doors before start- 
ing the engine. 

Always keep one car win- 
dow at least partially open to 
assure some air circulation. 

—Shut off the motor if you 
are sitting in a parked car for 
more than a few minutes. 

Check your car's engine 
fqr proper combusion. 

—Check all points of the 
exhaust system for leaks and 
stoppages. 

Remember, your car's ex- 
haust pipe may become 
clogged by backing intd a 
snow bank.
